You are quite correct in assuming that we have seen 
this sort of material before and you will perhaps be 
relieved to know that this propaganda mill has singled 
out a number of prominent and respectable individuals like 
yourself to be recipients of their printed matter. 


Most of the material of this type is of a particularly 
transparent character and is certainly without effect at the 
levels to which, in our observation, it has so far been 
directed. 


Thank you for bringing tnis to our attention.

Subject: Recekpt of Chinese-communist propaganda 


1. In this morning's mail I received from Prague a booklet entitled: 
*Shall Brothers Beeeee" 
It comprises a series of compositions alledgedly written by 
American and British prisoners of war and purports to be accounts 
of their humane and good treatment in P.0.W. camps in Korea. 


On its cover the booklet states:- "Published by the Chinese 
People's Committee for World Peace and Against American Agression." 


A folded mimeographed slip inside the booklet carries the request: 
"Please kindly acknowledge receipt of this booklet by 
writing to the address below. Additional copies may 
be requested. 
Post Box 76 
Praha 19, Czechoslovakia." 


On the mailing wrapper is pasted a slip bearing very accurately 
my typewritten name and address with even the postal zone number. 
Stamped on the mailing wrapper, presumably indicating the Chinese 
sender is: " Y. Lee 

Ne Merne 5 

Prague XIX " 


My impression is that the printed accounts can be harmfully 
deceptive to persons lacking in discernment and some knowledge 
of China.The quality of paper, poor by our standards but good 
by Chinese, leads me to believe that the booklet was made up in 
China although mailed from Cezchos lovakia. 


Perhaps you have already acquired copies of the subject booklet. 
There is a curious and perhaps tell-tale error in the Chapter 
entitled, " How We Spent Christmas ". The context and language 
portray the psuedo author, "Clp (sic) Hansen ", as a G.I. and 
not a Tommy. At the top of page 31 the composer is either convey- 
ing the absurd idea that an ordinary soldier "read mass" at the 
Catholic Christmas Service or he did not know enough to do what 
a G.I. of any or no Feith would have done -~ furnished one of 
the three titles, Chaplain, Padre, or Father. This mistake is 
more particularly demonstzZated in the succeeding sentemce which 


describes the conductor of the Protestant Service as.."A Baptist 
minister." The abbreviation, "Clp" instead of "Cpl" could be a : 


typographical one but it is typically Chinese.
